Like  all  the  rebels,  he  is  for 
the  Chicago  nominees,  and  sees  "a  ray  of 
light,"— the  first  he  Ims  seen  since  his 
friends  inaugurated  the  rebelliqn.— which 
gladdens  his  heart  with  the  hope  that  the 
rebellion  and  insurrection  may  succeed. 
McClellan  and  Pendleton's  supporters  have 
the  encouragement  and  countenance  of  all 
the  rebels  and  traitors

Gestlbmen  :  You  will  please  excuse  me 
(or  not  answering  your  letter  of  the  14ih 
instant  sooner.  I  have  been  absent  for 
nearly  a  week  on  a  visit  to  my  brother  in 
Sparta,  who  has  been  quite  out  of  Iiealth 
for  some  time.  Your  letter  I  found  here  on 
my  return  home  yealerday.  The  delay  of 
my  reply  thus  occasioned  I  regret. 

Without  further  explanation  or  apology, 
allow  me  now  to  say  to  you  that  no  perfon 
living  can  feel  a  nioie  ardent  desire  lor  an 
end  to  be  put  to  this  unnatural  and  merci- 
less war  upon  honorable  and  j«?t  terms 
than  1  do  But  I  really  do  not  see  that  it 
is  in  iny  power  or  youri',  or  that  of  any 
number  of  persons  in  our  position,  to  inati 
gurate  any  movement  that  will  even  tend  to 
aid  in  bringing  about  a  result  that  we  and 
so  many  more  desire. 

The  movement  by  our  Legislature  at  its 
last  session,  at  the  suzgestion  of  the  Exep:i" 
live,  on  this  subject,  was  by  authority 
properly  constituted  for  such  a  purposf. 

That  movement,  in  my  jiidi;ment,  was 
timely,  judicious  and  in  the  right  direction 
Nor  has  it  been  without  result.s.  The  on 
ganization  of  that  pafiy  at  the  North  to 
which  you  refer  may  justly  be  claitned  an  a 
part  of  the  fruits  of  it.  These,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  will  be  followed  by  others  of  a  more 
marked  character,  if  all  in  both  sections 
who  sincerely  desire  peace  upon  correct 
terms  will  give  that  movement  thus  inau 
gurated  all  the  aid  in  their  power 

The  resolutions  of  the  Georgia  Legislature, 
at  its  last  session,  upon  the  subject  of  peace, 
in  my  judgment,  embodied  and  set  forth 
very  clearly  those  principles  upon  which 
alone  there  can  be  permanent  peace  be 
tween  the  different  sections  ol  this  extensive, 
once  happy  and  prosperon.J.  but  now  di.s- 
tracted  country. 

Easy  and  perfect  solutions  to  all  present 
troubles,  and  those  far  more  grievous  ones 
which  loom  in  prospect,  and  portcntiously 
threaten  in  the  coming  future,  is  nothing 
more  than  the  simple  recognition  of  the 
fundamental  principle  and  truth  upon  which 
all  American  constitutional  liberty  is  found 
ed,  and  upon  the  maintenance  of  which 
alone  it  can  be  preserved — that  is,  the  sov- 
ereignty, the  ultimate,  absolute  sovereignty 
of  the  States.  This  doctrine  our  legislature 
announced  to  the  people  at  the  North  and 
to  the  world.  It  is  the  only  key  note  to 
peace — permanent,  lasting  peace — consistent 
with  the  security  of  the  public  liberty. 

The  old  Confederation  was  formed  upon 
this  principle.  The  old  Union  was  after- 
ward formed  upon  this  principle.  No  league 
can  ever  be  formed  or  maintained  between 
any  Slate,  North  or  South,  securing  public 
liberty,  upon  any  other  principle. 

The  whole  framework  of  American  insti 
tutions,  which  in  so  short  a  time  had  won 
the  admiration  ol  the  world,  and  to  which 
we  were  indebted  for  such  an  unparalleled 
career  of  prosperity  and  happiness,  was 
formed  upon  this  principle.  All  our  present 
troubled  spring  from  a  departure  from  this 
principle,  from  a  violation  of  this  essential 
law  of  our  political  organization. 

In  1776  our  ancestors  and  the  ancestors  of 
those  who  are  waging  this  unholy  cru.^ade 
against  us  together  proclaimed  the  great 
and  eternal  truth  lor  the  maintenance  of 
which  they  jointly  pledged  their  lives,  their 
fortunes  and  their  sacred  honor;  that  gov 
ernmenis  arc  instituted  among  men,  deriv- 
ing their  just  powers  from  the  consent  oi 
the  governed,  and  that  whenever  any  form 
of  government  becomes  desirnctivc  of  those 
ends  for  which  it  is  formed  it  is  the  right  of 
he  people  to  alter  or  abolish  it  and  institute 
a  new  government,  laying  the  foundations 
on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its  pow 
srs  io  such  a  form  as  to  them  may  seem 
moat  likely  to  effect  their  salety  and  happi- 
ness. 

It  is  needless  here  to  state  that  by '  peo 
pie,"  and  "governed,"  in  this  annunciation, 
is  meant  communities  and  bodies  of  men 
capable  of  organizing  and  maintaining  a 
government,  not  individual  members  of  so- 
ciety. The  consent  of  the  governed  refers 
to  the  will  of  the  mass  of  the  community  or 
State  in  its  organized  form,  and  expre.Hi^ed 
through  its  legitimate  and  properly  consti- 
tuted organs  It  was  upon  this  principl.' 
the  Colonists  stood  justifiable  before  the 
world  in  effecting  their  separation  from  the 
mother  country.  It  was  upon  this  principle 
that  the  original  thirteen  co  equal  and  co- 
sovereign  States  formed  the  Federal  compact 
Of  the  old  U  nion  in  1787.  It  is  upon  the  same 
principle  that  the  present  coequal  and  co 
sovereign  States  of  our  Confederacy  formed 
a  new  compact  of  union. 

The  idea  that  the  old  Union,  or  any  Union 
between  sovereign  States,  consistently  with 
this  fundamental  truth,  can  be  sustained  by 
force  is  preposterous.  This  war  springs  from 
an  attempt  to  do  this  preposterous  thing. 
Superior  power  may  compel  a  Union  of  some 
sort,  but  it  would  not  be  the  Union  of  the 
old  Constitjtion  or  of  our  new.  It  would 
be  that  sort  ot  Union  that  results  from  des- 
potism. 

The  subjugation  ol  the  people  of  the  South 
by  the  people  of  the  North  would  necessari- 
ly involve  the  destruction  of  the  Con.«litulion 
and  the  overthrow  of  their  liberties  as  well 
as  ours.  The  men  or  party  at  the  North 
to  whom  you  refer,  who  lav'or  peace,  must 
be  brought  to  a  full  realization  of  this  truth 
ID  all  its  bearings  before  their  efforts  will 
result  in  much  practical  good.  Any  peace 
K^o^'ne  out  of  a  Union  of  States  establish- 
ed by  force  will  be  as  ruinous  to  them  as  lo 
us, 

The  aoUon  ol  the  Chicago  Convention,  «o 
far  as  its  platform  or  principles  goes,  pres 
ents,  as  I  have  said  on  another  occasion,  a 
ray  of  light,  which,  unacr  Providence,  mav 
prove  the  dawn  of  the  day  to  this  long  and 
cheerless  night ;  the  first  ray  of  light  I  have 
seep  from  the  North  since  the  war  began. 
Ihis  cheers  the  heart,  and  toward  it  I  could 
almost  exclaim:  "Hail,  holy  Light,  ofisprii.g 
01  Heaven,  first  born  of  the  eternal,  co  eter- 
nal beam.  May  I  express  thee  unblamed, 
since  God  is  light." 

Indeed,  I  could  have  quite  so  exclaimed, 
out  for  the  sad  reflection  that  whether  it  shall 
bring  healing  in  its  beams,  or  be  lost  ii.  a 
dark  and  ominous  eclipse  ere  its  good  work 
be  done,  depends  so  much  upon  the  action 


of  others  who  may  not  regard  it  and  vie.v 
it  as  I  do.  So  at  best  it  is  but  a  ray,  a  small 
and  tremulous  ray,  enough  only  to  gladden 
the  heart  and  quicken  the  hope. 

The  prominent  and  leading  idea  o!  that 
Convention  seems  to  have  been  a  desire  to 
reach  a  peaceful  ndjustnieit  of  our  present 
difficulties  and  strife,  through  the  medium 
of  a  convention  of  the  States.  They  propose 
to  suspend  hostilities  to  sec  what  can  be  done, 
if  anything,  by  negotiations  of  some  port. 
This  is  one  step  in  the  right  direction  To 
such  a  convention  of  the  States  I  should 
have  no  objection,  as  a  peaceful  conference 
and  interchange  of  views  between  equal  and 
sovereign  Powers;  just  as  the  convention  of 
1787  was  called  and  assembled. 

The  properly  constituted  authorities  at 
Washington  and  Richmond,  the  duly  author 
ized  representatives  of  the  two  confederacies 
of  States  now  at  war  with  each  other,  mijihi 
their  assent  to  such  a  proposition. 
Good  might  result  from  it.  It  woul  1  be  an 
appeal  on  both  sides  from  the  sword  to 
reason  and  justice.  All  wars  which  do  not 
result  in  the  extinction  or  extermination  of 
one  side  or  the  other,  must  be  ended  sooner 
or  later  by  some  sort  of  negotiation. 

From  the  discussion  or  interchange  of 
views  in  such  a  Convention,  the  liistory  as 
well  as  the  true  nature  of  our  institutions 
and  the  relation  of  the  Slates  toward  each 
other  and  toward  the  Federal  heart,  would 
doubtless  be  much  better  understood  gener- 
ally, than  they  now  are;  but  I  should  favor 
such  a  proposition  only  as  a  peaceful  con- 
lerence,  as  the  Convention  of  1787  was.  I 
should  be  opposed  to  leaving  the  questions 
at  i.«siie  to  the  absolute  decis'ion  of  sach  a 
body 

Delegates  misht  bo  clothed  with  powers 
to  consult  and  agree,  if  they  could  upon 
some  plan  of  adjustment,  to  be  submitted 
for  subsequent  ratification  by  the  sovereign 
Stales  wliom  it  affected,  belore  it  should  be 
obligalary  or  binding,  and  then  f  inding 
only  on  such  as  should  ratify  it.  It  becomes 
the  people  of  the  South,  as  well  as  the  peo> 
pic  of  the  North,  to  be  quite  as  watchful  and 
jealous  of  their  rights  as  their  common  an- 
oeslor.-  were. 

The  maintenance  of  liberty  in  all  ages, 
limes  and  countries,  when  and  where  it  has 
existed  hn.n  required  not  only  constant  vigi- 
lance and  jealously,  but  it  has  often  required 
the  greatest  privations  and  stifierings  and 
sacrifices  that  people  or  Stales  are  ever  sub- 
jected to.  Through  such  an  ordeal  we  arc 
now  passing.  Through  a  like  and  even 
severer  ordeal  our  ancestors  pa.ssed  in  their 
struggle  lor  the  principles  which  it  has 
devolved  upon  u."  thus  to  demand  and  main- 
tain. 

But  great  as  our  sufferings  and  sacrifices 
have  been  and  are,  to  which  you  allude,  they 
are  not  yet  far  short  ot  the  like  sufferings 
and  sacrifices  which  our  fathers  bore  with 
patience,  courage,  and  fortitude  in  the  crisis 
that  tried  men's  souls,  in  their  day.  These 
are  the  virtue.-i  that  sn.-ilained  them  in  the 
hour  of  need.  Their  illustrious  and  glori- 
ous example  lrt<ls  us  not  to  under  estimate 
the  pricele.93  inheritance  they  achieved  for 
us  at  cost  of  treasure  and  blood. 

Great  as  are  the  odds  we  are  strugeling 
ngainst,  they  are  not  greater  than  those 
against  which  they  successfully  struggled. 
In  point  of  reverses  our  condition  is  not  to 
be  compared  lo  theirs.  Should  Mobile, 
Savnnnah,  Charleston,  Augusta,  Macon, 
Montgomery,  and  even  Petersburg  and  Rich- 
mond fall,  our  condition  would  not  then  be 
worse  or  Uss  hopeful  than  theirs  was  in 
the  darkest  hour  that  rested  on  their  lor- 
luncs. 

With  wisdom  on  the  part  of  those  who 
control  our  destiny  in  the  Cabinet  and  in 
the  field  in  husbjindin^  and  properly  wield- 
ing our  resources  at  their  command,  and  in 
securing  the  hearts  and  affectiors  of  the 
people  in  the  great  cause  ot  right  and  liberty 
for  which  we  are  struggling,  we  could  sutfcr 
all  these  losses  and  calamities,  and  greater 
even,  arid  still  triumph  in  the  end. 

At  present,  however,  I  do  not  see,  a»  I 
staled  in  the  outset,  that  you  or  I,  or  any 
number  of  persons  in  our  po.»ition,  can  do 
anything  toward  inaugurating  any  new 
movement  looking  to  a  peaceful  solution  of 
t^ie  present  strife.  The  war  on  our  part  is 
fairly  and  entirely  uefensive  in  its  character. 
How  long  it  will  continue  to  be  thus  wicked 
ly  and  mercilessly  waged  against  ns  depends 
upon  t;ie  people  of  the  North. 

Georgia,  our  own  State,  to  whom  wc  owe 
allegiance,  ha.s  with  great  unanimity  pro- 
claimed the  principles  upon  which  a  just  and 
permanent  peace  ought  to  be  sought  and  ob' 
tained.  The  Congress  of  the  Confederate 
States  has  followed  with  an  endorsement  oi 
these  principles.  All  you  and  I,  and  others 
in  our  po.sition,  therefore  can  do  on  that  line 
at  this  time,  is  to  sustain  the  movement  al- 
ready inaugurated,  and  to  the  utmost  of 
our  ability,  hold  up  these  principles  as  the 
surest  hope  of  restoring  soundness  to  the 
public  mind  of  ihe  North,  as  the  brazen  ser 
pent  was  held  up  for  the  healing  ol  Israel  in 
the  wilderness. 

The  chief  aid  and  the  encouragement  we 
can  give  the  peace  party  of  the  North,  is  to 
keep  belore  them  these  great  fundamental 
principles  and  truths,  which  alone  will  lead 
ihem  and  us  to  permanent  peace,  with 
possession  and  enjoyment  of  constitutional 
liberty.  With  these  principles  once  recog- 
nized the  future  wodld  take  care  ol  itself 
and  there  would  be  no  more  war  so  long  as 
they  should  be  adhered  to. 

All  questions  ot  boundaries,  confederacies 
and  union  or  unions  would  naturally  and 
easily  adju.'-t  themselves,  according  to  the 
interests  of  parties  and  the  exigencies  of  the 
limes  Herein  lies  the  true  law  or  the  ba! 
anoe  of  pnwer  and  the  harmony  of  the 
Statp-i  Yours  respectfully.

Soldiers  Votine  in  the  State. 

For  tho  bcucflt  and  information  of  the 
Kentucky  Soldiers  in  this  State,  we  publish 
Ihe  following  Circular:

Frankfort,  K</.,  Od.  XQlh,  1864. 
The  attention  of  flic  qualified  voters 
this  State,  in  actual  military  service  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  who  may  bo  in 
the  State  on  the  day  of  tho  next  Presiilcn- 
tial  election,  is  called  to  the  following  clause 
of  Chapter  572  of  an  .\ct  passed  by  the  las  t 
General  Assembly  : 

"That  all  qualified  voters  of  this  State, 
who  shall  be  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  Stales  or  of  this  State,  either  within 
lliis  Stale  or  without  the  same,  on  the  day 
of  the  next  Presidential  cleciion.  shall  be 
entitled  lo  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  at 
the  election  to  be  held  pursuant  to  law,  on 
the  Tuesday  next  after  ihe  first  Monday  in 
November  next,  for  the  election  of  Electors 
of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  Slates,  at  any  voting  pr/cinct  in  this 
State,  whether  resident  therein  or  not." 

By  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  all 
soldiers  of  this  State,  who  are  qualified 
voters,  are  authorized  lo  vote  at  any  pre- 
cinct where  they  may  be  within  the  State; 
and  those  out  of  the  State  will  vote  in 
camp,  to  whom  Forms  and  Insiruciions  have

;A  Verdict. — McClellan  was  appointed,  at 
the  commencement  of  this  war,  by  the  Re- 
publican Governor  of  Ohio,  a  Major  General, 
to  organize  the  militia  of  that  ,Siale  lor 
purposes  of  defence.  Subsequently  he  wa.": 
appointed  by  a  Republican  President  a 
Major  General  in  the  regular  army,  from  the 
Slate  of  Ohio.  His  status,  in  this  war, 
therefore,  is  that  of  a  man  owing  his  position 
to  the  .Slate  ot  Ohio  Well,  he  has  been 
nominated  as  a  candidate  for  the  Presidency, 
and  at  the  very  first  chance  Ohio  gets,  she 
turns  her  back  upon  liim  in  the  most  em- 
phatio  and  unmistakable  manner.  Iler  rei 
cent  election  is  an  expression  of  sublime 
contempt  for  him  and  his  aspirations.  To 
make  the  rebuke  the  more  striking,  she  last 
year  defeated  his  friend  and  adviser,  Val- 
landigham,  in  the  most  overwhelming  style; 
and  this  year,  his  associate  on  the  ticket, 
Pendleton,  long  a  member  ol  Congress  from 
Ohio,  and  still  a  resident  of  Cincinnati,  re- 
ceives the  same  reward. 

Thus  Ohio  clears  her  skirts  of  all  com- 
plicity with  this  copperhead  ticket.  Cincin- 
nati never  gave  so  signal  a  majority  as  she 
has  just  done  againsl  Pendleton.  .She  is 
determined,  as  Ohio  is,  that  no  responsibility 
shall  attach  lo  her  for  this  abominable  Chi- 
cago contrivance  to  humble  the  standard  of 
the  republic  in  the  dust.  And  while  this  is 
the  case  with  rc^inl  to  Ohio,  McClellan 
suffers  equally  in  his  birth  place,  Philailel

Philadelphia  has  loo 
much  love  for  that  priceless  offspring  (o  feel 
any  regard  for  such  an  infinitely  reduced 
specimen  of  human  greatness  as  McClellan 
and  she  has  repudiated  him  forever.  Thus 
rejected  by  his  birlhiplnce  and  by  the  State 
to  which  he  owes  his  position,  he  appropri- 
ately seeks  refuge  in  fiothani — fhi/ade/p/mi 
Sorth  American.

War  News  a  i  Army  Itoms- 

From  Missouri  wc  have  intelligence  that^ 
on  tho  ISlU  Octotcr,  some  of  the  Union 
forces   came   within   striking   distance  of 
Priccs's  rebel  forces,  and  skirmishing  com- 
menced, which  continued  until  Friday.  Cur- 
tis and  Blunt's  forces  were  so  inferior  to  the 
rebels  that  they  had  to  fall  back,  which  they 
didslowly,  fighlingall  the  time.  In  the  mean 
time  Plcasonton,  with  Rosecrans'a  cavalry 
came  up  on  the  flank  and  rear  ot  the  rebels, 
between  Independence  and  Kansas  City,  on 
lb.-  22d,  and   routed  them,  and  sent  them 
travelling  Southward  in  full  retreat.  The 
forces  of  Gens.  Rosecrans  and  Curtis  are  now 
united  and  arc  pressing  alter  the  rebels.  The 
latest  news  is  dattd  at  Kansas  City,  October 
24,  and  states  that  the  rebels  were  twenty- 
five  Ynilcs  south  of  that  place  and  in  full 
retreat.    They  are  all  mounted,  and  steal  all 
the  horses  in  their  route. 

The  rebel  papers  of  the  South  are  pub- 
lishing glowing  accounts  of  what  they 
expect  from  Hood  and  Beauregard.  They 
seem  to  believe  that  .Sherman's  army  will  be 
annihilated  or  captured,  that  Chattanooga 
will  lio  captured,  and  that  Hood  and  Forrest 
will  :.eize  and  hold  Kentucky. 

Gen  Butler's  retaliatory  order,  putting 
rebel  officers  and  soldiers  to  work  on  the 
canal  at  Dutch  Gap,  brought  Jeff  Davis  to 
his  milk  ;  and,  despi'.e  the  appeals  of  the 
Richmond  papers  to  thb  contrary,  he  has 
removed  the  Union  colored  soldiers  from 
working  on  the  rebel  enl'enchinents,  and 
notified  General  Builer  of  the  tact,  and  that 
henceforth  he  will  treat  all  coloreil  soldiers 
captured  as  pri-^oners  of  war.  Butler  then 
removed  the  rebels  from  Dutch  Gap  canal 
From  the  Richmond  papers  as  well  as 
Irom  escaped  and  paroled  prisoners,  we  learn 
that  at  the  battle  of  .Saltville,  a  number  ot 
the  Union  officers  and  many  of  the  .soldiers 
were  killed  by  the  rebels  in  cold  blood  aftei 
their  surrender;  and  that  Col.  Hanson  and 
others  only  escaped  by  Breckinridge  putting 
euards  around  them,  an.!  Tfterwards  remov- 
ing thein  10  Richmond. 

We  have  no  later  information  from  Sberi 
dan's  movement!).  The  rebel  loss  in  the 
late  affair  was  fully  10,000  men,  besides 
the  vast  amount  of  army  material. 

From  Grant's  army  we  have  no  later 
news,  beyond  the  fact  that  the  rebel  gun- 
boats on  the  .Tames  river  undertook  an 
artillery  duel  with  some  of  our  batteries, 
from  which  they  soon  retreated  to  the  cover 
of  fort  Darling. 

The  communication  with  .Sherman's  head 
quarters  at    Atlanta    has  been  repaired, 
and  a  train  was  to  start  from  Chattanooga 
on  the  25th  for  Atlanta. 

The  despatches  in  the  papers  of  the  25th 
represent  Dalton,  Rome  and  Tilton  in  the 
hands  of  the  rebels  There  is  no  truth  in 
the  statement.  Dalton  was  surrendered 
some  two  weeks  ago,  by  Col.  .Johnson,  but 
was  .speedily  deserted  by  the' rebels  All 
those  points  are  in  Ihe  possession  of  Union 
forces. 

Gen.  .Sheridan's  last  bulletin,  dateil  I  •cto- 
ber  21,  is  as  follows  : 
To  Lieut.  Gen.  Grunt,  City  Point: 

I  pursued  the  routed  lorces  of  the  enemy 
nearly  to  Mount  Jackson,  which  point  he 
reached  during  the  night  of  the  19th  and 
20lh,  without  an  organized  regiment  of  liis 
army.  From  the  accourts of  prisoners  who 
escaped,  and  citizens,  the  route  was  com 
plete.  About  2,000  of  the  enemy  broke  and 
made  their  wav  through  the  mountains  on 
the  left.  For  fourteen  miles,  on  the  line  o 
retreat,  the  roads  and  country  were  covered 
with  small  arms,  thrown  away  by  the  flying 
rebels,  and  other  debris  Forty-eight  pieces 
of  cannon  were  captured  and  are  now  at  my 
headquariers.  I  think  that  not  less  than 
300  wagons  and  ambulances  were  either 
captured  or  destroyed.  The  accident  of 
running  turned  loour  advantage  as  much  as 
though  the  whole  movement  had  been 
planned. 

The  only  regret  I  have  is  on  account  of 
the  capture  early  in  the  morning  ol  from 
800  to  1,000  men.  I  am  now  sendiiig  lo 
the  War  Department  ten  battle  flags.  The 
loss  ol  artillery  in  the  morning  was  seven 
from  Crook,  eleven  from  Emorv,  six  from 
Wright. 

From  all  I  can  learn,  I  think  Early's  r^- 
enforceraents  are  less  than  11.000  men.

Men  whose  names  have  been  drawn  in  the  draft 
are,  from  that  moment,  in  military  service,  an  est 
legally  rxeiupt,  and  this  fact  they  are  bound  to 
show. 

All  men  drawn  must  report  to  the  Board  of 
Enrollment  according  to  their  notiiioation!i,  in 
default  of  which  they  nre  li  <ble  to  arrest  as  deser- 
ters and  to  the  consequenoes  thereof,  which  include 
liability  f  r  tbe  expenses  attending  tho  arrest  in 
Cdses  where  tbe  person  arrested  is,  alter  examin- 
ation, held  to  service.  Tbe  Board  of  Enroll- 
ment eits  at  the  Head-Quarters  of  the  Provost 
.Marshal  of  the  District,  he  being  President  ol  the 
Board. 

In  cases  where  the  serving  of  notices  to  drafted 
men  within  ten  days  alter  drawing,  has  been  f-jund 
impracticable,  by  reason  of  fq|ciblo  resistance, 
ihe  service  of  notices  as  soon  as  practicable  there 
after,  is  valid. 

The  civil  authorities  of  the  State  are  requested, 
by  the  Provost  Mart'hal  General  to  co-operate  with 
thefinilllary  autho-ities  in  arresting  all  dosorters 
as  above  described,  afl  well  as  deserters  from  the 
former  draft  who  having  failed  to  report,  may  be 
found  lurking  in  the  Stale. 

Men  who  bare  enlisted  after  their  names  have 
been  drawn  in  ihe  draft,  whether  notified  or  not, 
are  in  military  service  under  tho  draft,  and  not 
by  the  enlistment,  which  is  void  ;  they  must  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Enrollment  of  the  District  in 
which  they  were  drawn,  and  if  tbey  desired  to  con- 
tinue in  thoorganization  ih-  y  bsdcbosen,  tbey  can 
stale  their  preference,  when,  if  practicable,  the 
commandant  of  the  rendesmns  may  assign  them 
to  such  organization. 

Commanding  officers  of  regiments  and  other  or. 
ganizations  are  de.-ired  to  luroi^b,  according  to 
iheir  boai  knowledge  or  belief,  lo  Prnvost  Mnrsbale 
of  Dijiiicts,  the  names  and  description  of  all  men 
Kho  may  have  enlisted  in  such  organiiati  ns after 
their  names  had  been  drawn  in  tho  drnft,  by 
means  of  which  lists  and  description  B<i8rd3  of 
Eurollinenl  may,  on  comparison  with  their  lists 
of  draftod  men.  ccertain  to  which  class  the  mon 
belong.

SUS^Tbc  soldiers'  vote  has  settled  all  the 
disputed  questions  about  the  Pennsylvania 
elections  and  givpn  ihe  Union  party  the 
victory — complete  and  decisive.

Mow  to  Help  the  Soldiers. 
A1^>fficer  in  Sheridan's  army  writes  home 
to  his  friends  :  "Fight  against  the  Copper- 
heads— crush  them — and  by  so  doing  you 
wUlgrcdOy  encourar/i  ths  army  a,ndt  make  us 
perfectly  sure  of  success,  ami  that  a  speedy 
one."  He  is  not  the  only  one  who  has  that 
feeling.  .Said  Gen  Hooker,  in  his  speech  at 
the  Union  meeting  in  Brooklyn  recently: 
"Your  victories  are  as  dear  to  us  in  the  front 
as  the  victories  at  the  front  are  dear  to  you. 
Tlie  victories  at  tbe  polls  of  last  Fall  were 
hailed  with  as  much  joy  and  as  much  en- 
thusiasm in  the  army  as  though  they 
had  been  achieved  by  other  armies." 

We  should  recognize  this  lie  of  compan- 
ionship between  the  army  and  the  Union 
voters  ai  home.    In  the    language   of  a 
coietnporary  :  We  ought  to  feci  that  we  and 
the   soldiers  form  different  wings  of  one 
grand  army  who  »re  fighting  the  same  grand 
battle  against  the  same  hostile  principles. 
And  if  it  is  iheir  duty  to  bear  forward  their 
country's  flag  to  victory  through  the  toil 
and  blood  of  battle,  it  is  equally  our  duly  to 
see  that  no  listlcssnes,  no  ini|  rudcnoc,  no 
overconfidence  of  ours,  shall  rob  them  pf 
the  snbstantial  fruit  of  their  victories.  If 
there  are  any  among  us  who  are  at  all 
disposed  to  slacken  their  efTorta  in  view  ol 
the  bright  prospect  of  our  success,  we  urge 
lliem  rather  to  follow  the  example  of  Shori 
iffT,  who  was  not  satisfied  with  sending  the 
rebels  "whirling  through  Winchester,"  nor 
with  driving  them  from  their  all  but  im.. 
pregnable  poeitiosi  at  Fisher's  Hill,  but  who 
still  "pushed  on  regardless  of  everything," 
convening  the  retreat  into  a  route,  and 
winning  a  victory  whose  echoes  will  reach 
Jeff  Davis  at  Macon  liko  the   voices  of 
approaching  ruin.    And  let  us  all  push  on, 
until  when  the  sun  ol  the  8lh  ot  November 
sets,  the  Copperheads  shall  be  so  thoroughly 
orur<hed,  that  Irom  ihenceforiL    no  General 
or  soldier  will  be  troubled  by  the  thought 
that  possibly  traitors  at  home  may  intervene 
between  him  and  the  final  victory  of  tbe 
country'e  cause,  to  which  he  has  dedicated 
his  life. 


Hon.  no  ntfouierr  Blair's  Speech. 

Wo  havo  seldom  listened  to  an  abler  or 
more  convincing  speech  than  the  one  dcliv~ 
ered  at  the  Court  House  on  .'Saturday  even, 
ing,  by  Hon.  Mongomcry  Blair,  late  Post 
Master  General.  The  speaker  addressed  his 
audience  in  the  most  earnest  and  impressive 
manner,  speaking  as  a  man  to  men,  with  the 
calm,  quiet  dignity  of  a  statesman  who  well 
knew  whereof  he  affirmed,  and  wilh  the 
solemnity  of  one  who  deeply  (elt  all  the 
duty,  the  responsibilities,  and  the  dangers  of 
the  hour.  His  speech  contained  no  violen' 
denunciations  of  the  Chicago  candidates  or 
of  their  supporters  ;  while  the  speaker  held 
that  the  parly  was  under  the  lead  and  in 
the  control  of  disloyal  men,  still  he  did  not 
believe  that  all  its  friends  and  supporters 
were  such,  though  they  certainly  erred  in 
their  judgment  or  were  mislead  by  ignorance 
as  to  the  true  state  of  the  contest  in  which 
our  people  are  engaged, — their  views  and 
acta  tending  towards  treason  against  their 
country. 

In  the  view  of  the  speaker,  the  great  op- 
position in  Kentucky  to  the  present  Admin 
istration,  is  based  upon  its  ac'ions  with  re- 
spect toslavery.  Still  he  could  not  see  how 
the  opposers  ot  Mr.  Lincoln  would  better 
themselves  by  voting  for  Gen.  MeClellan. 
The  Emancipation  Proclamation  of  Mr 
Lincoln  is  the  great  stumbling  block;  and 
yet  Gen.  MeClellan,  in  his  famous  Harrison's 
Landing  letter,  urged  the  Prefident  to  this 
step,  believing  it  to  be  a  ^'military  necessity" 
and  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Consti" 
t'uion.  This  he  did  six  months  before  the 
President  saw  the  necessity  for  the  step  and 
issued  his  famous  Proclamation.  Still  he 
did  not  go  as  lar  na  MeClellan  advised,  for 
be  excepted  the  slaves  of  the  border  .Slave 
Stales  Irom  the  provisions  of  that  act.  Mr. 
Blair  concurred  with  the  views  expressed  by 
Southern  politicians  years  before  ihe  Rebel- 
lion broke  out,  that  in  the  event  of  the  se- 
cession of  the  Southern  .States,  slavery 
would  be  inevitably  doomed, — that,  as  the 
cause  of  such  u  movement,  it  would  be 
blotted  out ;  and  Mr  Lincoln  lor  the  sup- 
pression of  the  Rebellion  had  merely  done 
what  they  foresaw  and  acknowledged  would 
in  some  way  be  accomplished. 

The  speaker  had  been  brought  up  at  the 
fcelol  Gamaliel, — that  noble  old  hero  of  the 
true  Democratic  party, — General  Andrew 
Jackson,  and  he  brought  to  the  memory  of 
the  audience  the  manner  in  which  he  daah 
wilh  rebels.  No  sooner  did  South  Carolina 
pass  her  ordinance  of  nullification  in  1832, 
than  he  drew  his  sword,  and  he  threatened 
the  leaders,  Calhoun  and  McDuIfy,  with  the 
halter.  When  Gov.  Letcher  was  charged 
with  this  threat  to  these  traitors,  he  asked 
the  General  where  hi.s  law  fortius  proceed- 
ing could  be  found  ?  The  old  hero  answered, 
"My  .Attorney  General  will  attend  to  the 
law."  "But  suppose  he  can  find  none?" 
'  Then  I'll  appoint  one  who  can  ;  but  on  the 
firing  of  Ihe  first  gun  in  South  Carolina  these 
men's  necks  shall  snap."  The  true  DemoC' 
racy  supported  G<?n.  Jackson  in  his  dealings 
wilh  rebellion  ;  this  bogus  Democracy, — the 
followers  of  the  old  reprobate,  Buchanan, 
and  the  framcrs  ol  tbe  Ciiicago  platform 
decry  and  conaemn  Mr.  Lincoln  lor  hi.s  using 
all  the  power  the  Constitution  gives  him  lor 
the  suppression  ol  rebellion. 

The  speaker  did  not  believe  that  MeClel- 
lan was  a  disloyal  man,  but  he  feared  he 
was  on  the  way  to  become  such.  John  C. 
Breckinridge  was  a  man  ot  honor  and  of 
great  intellect,  a  Union  man  ;  but  he  caught 
at  the  bait  held  out  for  him — the  Presiden- 
cy— and  fell  ;  and  if  he  could  noi  resist  the 
temptation,  Mr.  Blair  assured  his  hearers 
that,  from  his  personal  knowledge  of  Mc 
Clellan,  it  was  certain  auck  a  man  could  not 
withstand  the  wiles  or  thethreatsof  his  party 
leaders,  but  mu.-t  and  would  fall  completely 
into  their  power,  and  act  according  to  their 
decrees.  The  candidate  of  the  Chicago 
party  might  be  loyal,  and  just  back  of  him 
were  loyal  men  ;  behind  them  were  men 
whose  loyalty  could  not  be  vouched  for; 
then  came  men  still  weaker  in  the  knees - 
th  n  the  supporters  of  Kentucky  neutrali- 
ty; behind  them  V^allandigham  and  his 
crew,  and  then  Jeff.  Davis. — At  one  end  of 
the  rope,  MeClellan  ;  at  the  other,  Jeff.  Da- 
via;  all  working,  unwittingly  or  knowinglv, 
for  the  destruction  of  their  country. 

The  difference  between  the  views  an- 
nounced by  the  Chicago  platform  with 
regard  to  the •  prosecution  of  the  war,  and 
the  views  of  MeClellan  in  his  letter  of  ac 
ceptance  might  easily  be  accounted  for. 
When  the  platform  was  adopted  the  rebels 
were  besieging  WaGhington  and  Baltimore 
and  every  thing  was  looking  badly  for  the 
Union  cause.  But  in  a  few  days,  one  Far- 
ragut  took  the  lorts  at  the  entrance  of  Mo 
bile  Bay  and  inflicted  great  damage  on  the 
rebel  cause,  while  one  Sherman  drove  the 
enemy  steadily  before  him  till  he  took  their 
great  stronghold  and  chief  dependance  in 
the  South,  Atlanta.  Then  MeClellan  wrote 
his  letter  rather  leaning  towards  a  further 
prosecution  of  the  war.  Had  the  Chicago 
Convention  met  a  few  days  later,  a  War 
Platform  would  have  been  adopted;  or  Lad 
.\IcClellan  H  letter  been  written  a  few  days 
t-arlier,  his  cry  would  have  been  for  peace. 
The  defeat  of  the  present  Administration 
no  matter  by  what  u'-eans,  was  the  great  oh 
Ject  to  be  attained 

Mr.  Blair,  in  the  most  impressive  and  earn- 
est manner  warned  his  hearsrs  of  what  would 
certainly  befall  home  traitors  if  ihey  persist, 
ed  in  their  nefarious  schemes.  He  uttered 
no  threat— for  Kentuckians  were  the  last 
men  to  threaten,  or  to  caic  lor  threats, — but 
merely  stated  the  teachings  of  history. 
Freemen  might  suffer  long;  but  there  was  a 
point  beyond  which  they  would  not  suffer 
their  liberties  to  be  trampled  upon,  or  even 
endangered, — a  lime  when  patience  being 
exhausted,  and  long-suffering  worn  out  by 
its  abuse,  they  would  rise  in  their  majesty 


and  Qiighl  and  bring  tbe  offenders  to  their  j 
merited  punishment.  Such  bad  always  been  I 
the  case  in  a  free  Governtnent,  and  such 
would  always  be  the  case;  history  is  con- 
tinually repeating  itself.  The  traitor,  open 
and  avowed,  or  underhanded  and  working 
in  the  dark,  would  alike  meet  a  traitor's 
doom.  This  was  no  threat  against  the 
supporters  of  MeClellan,  but  o.ily  the  state- 
ment of  what  would  certainly  befall  those 
among  them — and  chiefly  the  leaders — who 
were  working  for  the  destruction  of  their 
country,  deduced  from  tbe  unerring  teachings 
of  history. 

The  Chicago  Convention  presented  for  the 
suffrages  of  the  people  Gen.  MeClellan,  a 
military  man  known  only  as  such,  George 
H.  Pendleton,  an  opposer  of  the  war  and 
one  who  would  let  the  seceding  Slates  depart 
in  peace,  and  the  Chicago  platform,  whose 
voice  was  all  for  peace,  and  that  on  any 
terms.  And  which  would  rule  in  case  the 
party  was  euccessfal  ?  The  platform,  with 
Is  treason  and  its  shame.  On  tbe  other 
hand,  Lincoln  and  Johnson  were  before  the 
people  for  their  suffrages.  Lincoln,  a  true 
and  tried  patriot,  who  was  devoting  all  his 
energies  to  his  country's  good  and  her  sal- 
vation; a  man  whose  heart,  tender  as  a 
woman's,  was  with  the  people  in  all  their 
sufferings,  and  who  was  doing  all  he  could  to 
bring  their  troubles  to  an  end;  Johnson, 
whose  great  fault  was  liis  being  one  of  the 
people,  of  the  working  mechanical  class. 
Which  would  the  audience  support?  The 
life  of  the  nation  was  at  stake,  and  with  the 
people  rested  its  salvation.

a^'One  of  the  Louisville  anti-Union 
MeClellan  organs  endorses  Mr.  .Stephens' 
plan  for  the  seltlement  of  our  national 
liifficuhies  as  one  of  the  best  plans  which 
has  yet  been  proposed.  Mr.  Stephens  pro- 
poses convention  of  all  the  Slate.s  lo  fix 
up  some  arrangement  to  be  Hubmitled  to 
each  Slate,  as  the  Federal  ConBlitulion  was 
originally,  no  .State  to  be  bound  by  the 
agreement  without  its  consent."  The  doc- 
trine which  he  lays  down  as  "the  only  key 
note  to  peace,"  is  that  of  '•the  sovereignty, 
the  ultimate,  ab.solute  sovereignty  of  the 
Stales."  This  plan  evidently  looks  upon 
the  Union  as  entirely  dissevered  as  dissolved 
into  its  original  elements,  to  be  bound 
together  ng«in  only  by  some  new  arrange- 
ment, or  new  Constitution,  which  is  lo  be 
agreed  upon  by  all  the  .States,  and  to  be  hind 
ing  only  as  long  as  those  States  may  wish  to 
be  bound  by  it.  The  right  of  nullification  and 
the  right  of  secession — \\\esupreme  sovereignty 
of  each  State,  is  to  be  guaranteed  by  this  ar- 
rangement. The  old  Union  and  Ihe  old 
Constitution  are  both  destroyed. 

Now,  of  this  plan  this  anti-Union  organ 
says,  "in  our  judgment  il  offers  a  better 
chance  for  Union  than  a  war  of  subjuga- 
tion ;"  by  this  is  meant  the  present  war  for 
Ihe  pulling  down  of  the  rebellion.  What 
then  becomes  of  its  old  war  cry,  '-Thi! 
Union  as  it  was,  and  the  Constitution  as  it 
is?"  Our  Union  is  a  nation,  bound  together 
by  that  solemn  compact  into  which  the  peo 
pie  of  the  States  entered,  the  Constitution, 
which  is  declared  to  be  the  supreme  law  of 
the  land,  and  which  declares  that  the  laws 
of  Congress  shall  be  binding  upon  each  and 
every  State,  any  law  of  any  .Slate  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  It  dislinctly  de- 
nies the  "ultimate,  absolute  sovereignty  ol 
the  States."  The  Union  proposed  by  Mr. 
.Stephens  is  a  mere  collection  of  Republics, 
and  its  Constitution  mwH  regard  them  as 
such,  not  attempting  to  en  orce  any  law 
upon  any  State,  except  such  State  wills  it. 
Such  a  Union  and  such  a  Constitution  are 
as  far  removed  Irom  the  old  Union  and 
Conatitnlion  in  which  we  have  made  our 
boast,  and  which  have  broughl  us  power 
and  strength  excelled  by  no  nation  of 
the  earth,  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  be 
removed. 

But  it  all  seems  good  in  the  sight  of  this 
MeClellan  organ,  and  the  plan  which,  look- 
ing forward  to  an  armistice,  calls  for  a 
Convention  of  the  States  to  establish  such 
a  Union  and  13  fix  up  such  an  arrangement, 
is  the  plan  it  would  sec  adopted.  To  such 
shame  the  anti-Union  Chicago  party  would 
bring  our  nation,  into  such  a  depth  of  deg- 
radation it  is  willing  to  see  ns  plunged,  if 
only  it  can  attain  the  rule  over  us.  It  is 
willing  that  all  the  blood  of  those  noble 
ones  who  have  fallen  battling  lor  the  right, 
should  have  been  shed  in  vain  ;  it  is  xvilling 
that  all  the  efforts  of  that  patriotism  which 
has  accounted  no  burden  too  heavy  lo  be 
borne,  or  sacrifice  too  great  to  be  made,  i| 
only  our  country  can  bo  preserved,  should 
prove  ol  no  avail ;  it  is  willing  that  those  in 
rebellion  against  us  should  see  all  their 
hopes  fulfilled,  and  their  wicked  schemes  ac- 
complished, thereby  making  our  country  a 
Blench  in  the  nostrils  of  all  nations,  if  only 
its  lust  for  place  and  power  can  be  satisfied. 
Can  this  be  allowed  ?  la  ihis  nation  ready 
thus  to  fling  away  its  glory,  its  greatness 
and  its  power,  at  the  beck  of  men  who  care 
for  none  of  these  things,  so  long  as  their 
own  selfish  interest  can  be  served,  ai;d  their 
own  aggrandisement  secured?

Regarding  unity 
as  essential  i»  speedy  success,  we  would  enforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues— sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
tho  rebellion  to  bo  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a  crime  wo  would  have  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
i's  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  wo  woul  have  Ihc  difficulty  of 
groppling  with  it  lully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  field  whore  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  We  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish tho  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  rect>gnized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arras,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  menevery- 
where,  who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  .secnringa  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  i.f  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  are  to  us  the  .surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  aro  with  us.
